INTELLIGENCE rescbhed Bristol on Saturday of one of those ter-

Mrs. Bharp's death ooourred under very 
painful circumstancas. From the evidence of Henry Sharp, the 
hueband, and James Barstead, & park-keeper, it appeared that on 
Thursday week it was arranged that the husband should go to the 
races at Ascot, while Mrs. Sharp, in the evening, was to ртосегд to 
the ehop of Mr. Lewarn, а grocer, at Sunninghill, where her hus- 
band intended to meet her at seven o'clock and accompany he: to 
their home. Barstead saw Mrs. Sharp leave home about six o'clock, 
and Henry Sharp, the husband, called at Mr. Lewarn's for bis wife, 
but could not find her there. He also called ata friend's at Sawyer's- 
gate-lodge, but 09014 hear no tidings of her whereabouts; and then 
becoming alarmed he got the assistance of Barstead, with whom he 
&o&rohed the forest till it was quite dark without finding any trace 
of the missing woman. At daybreak on the next Friday the 
search in the forest was resumed till about seven colock in 
the morning, when the body of the unfortunate womau was 
foued lying on the grass. She was upon her back quite 
dead, with her arms extended. Нег child, aged about 
twelve months, which she had taken with her when she left her 
home, waa lying at ber dea! mother's breast crying plteously. Dr. 
Brown, of Bunninghill, expreased bis opinion that the deceased had 
died from disease of the heert, and a verdict in accordance with 
the medical evidence was returned. It is thought that the unfor- 
tunate woman was frightened by some drunken man returning 
from the races, and in running away to avold probable insult 
dropped dead from excitement.

A FATHER CHARGED WITH MURDERING HIS CHILD. 
Mn. Слвтгањ coroner for West Kont, and Mr. Traill, the mag's- 
trate sitting at Woolwich Polioe-court, were engaged nearly the 
whole of Monday afierncon in investigating ви extraordinary 
affair, bringing to light a moat atrocious murder of a child, and sus- 
pected murder of its mother, resulting in the body of the latter 
being ordered to be disinterred, for the contents of the stomach to 
be apaly zed. 

An ir quest was held at the Royal Oak Inn, Woolwich, st half- 
past one, on the body of а child found in tho river, with its throat 
cut а Skull fractured, having been evidently barbarou;ly œur-

Thomas Percivel ssid: I aw е waterman, living at 126, Ann- street, 
Plumstead. Ata qaerter past eleven on Friday morning 1 saw the 
body of the deceased child floating in the river off rite-street, 
Woolwich.

Mrs. Jones, the wife of the prisoner and the 
mother of the deceased, died about 8 fortnight after the infant was 
born, leaving the child alive. Ii was 8 healthy infant, and was 
placed by the prisoner їр the care of his wife's sittar. 

Barah Smith, а married w man, living at 75, Burrage-road, 
Plumstead, said she attended the mother of the deceased infant in 
her confinement. Bhe bad a very favouratle time, and no medical 
man was in attendance. She went on ail well until the fourth day, 
when witness found her suffering from sickness and purging, with 
great thirst, a burning sensation of the stomach, and & convalsive 
action of the hands aud faos. Sbe asked her what she had taken, 
and she replied nothing but what witness һай ordered ber. She 
felt uneasy about ber, and wert to Mr. Atkins, в chemist, who gave 
her a botile of medicine. Witness told Mr. Atkins she was nat 
satisfied about it, and thought that something had been given ber, 
and if it came on again she determined to call in medical sid. 
The medicine 014 her good, and she partially recovered ; but 
two days afterwards she was again seized with the same 
alarming symptoms, having all the sppeeranoe of poisoning. 
Witness again went to Mr. Atkins and procur another 
bottle of medicine, and expressed the same doubts to Ыш. 
On Monday morning it was evident she was fast sinking, and Mr. 
Wize, jun., of Piumstead-road, attended, and said there was some- 
thing wrong in the bowels, and it was hard to ssy what was the 
cause of it. Bome of the symptoms were those which attended in- 
flammation of the mucous coat of the stomach. 

The magistrate said that the fact of the woman having died 
under symptoms of poisoning, coupled with the charge against 
bim of murdering his own child, rendered the case one of great 
suspicion, and ordered Inspector Townsend to communicate with 
the coroner to issue an order to have the body exhumed, and the 
contents of the stomach sent to an eminent professor of chemistry 
for analysis, and requested Dr. Btuart to be present on the occa- 
sion. 

The prisoner, who wes remanded, loft the dock apparently un- 
concerned, and remarked in the police cell to the inspector, “ Well, 
they can only hang me for і.”

RUSSIA. 

A Polish deputation has presented an address о! condolence to 
ihe Emperor on acoount of the death of the Ozarewitch. His Ma- 
jesty, in reply, said, “1 willingly believe in the sincerity of yout 
feelinge, aud wish that they may be shared by the majority of the 


guided countrymen the words I uttered on my lest visit to War- 
taw, in 1856—'No dreams.’ Had they followed my advice, many 
misfortunes might have been averted. My love belongs equally to 
all my subjects, whether Rusaiars, Poles, Fine, or Livonians. But 
I wili never tolerate the idea of separating the kingdom of Poland 
from Russia. My successor, if wortby toe to the throne, 
will rule according to the same principles, and will not tolerate what 
I have not tolerated.” 
PRUSSIA. 

The Prussian Chambers have been prorogned. The following fs 
8 summary of the speech from the throne, which was read by 
Herr von Lismark : —“ he combined «forts of the representatives 
and the Government could only have led to decisive results if the 
welfare of the country bad continued, even in the face of political 
dissension, to be the supreme object of all parties. Bat such has 
not been the case. The clearly expressed intention of the majority 
in the Lower House to place diffoultics in the way of the Ministz7 
has proved @etrimental to the material welfare of the country. By 
rejecting the budget end the Bills for the reorganization of the 
ermy, the increase of the Prussian fleet, and the expenses of the war 
with Denmark, the Ohamber of Deputies bas refused demands which 
the Government was compelled to make. The Ohember has adopted 
resolutions which the Governmont oapnot Carry out. instead of 
the desired understanding baving been arrived at, the session closes 
with the impression of mutual estrangement. The Government 
will continue to condust public affairs according to the wante of 
tbe country, end will vigorously represent the interests of Prussia 
both at heme end abroad. Їс hopes that the day is not far distent 
when the nation, through Нв representatives, will axpress to ths 
King its wal And thanks for the course which has been 
pursed. Dis Majesty thanks the Upper House for the devotion 
and fidelity it has again displayed during this session.”

GARDENING OPEKATIONS FOR THE WEEK. 

FLOWER Garpgn.—Malch and cover the ground about the roots 
of dablias with rotten manure; pat in cuttings of pansies; thin out 
the weakest shoote of pinks, and tie up the strongest ; shade rannu- 
culuses from intense heat, to prolong the bloom ; herbaceous plante, 
such as phloxes, rockets, &o., coming ішо bloom to be well watered.

THE VALLEY OF OHAMOUNI AND THE MER DE 
GLAOE. 


Ar the present time of the year, when travelling on the Continent 
is in fashion, the engraving which we this week give on page 25 
of one of the most picturesque views in Bavoy will be interesting t» 
our readers. 

Caamouni is now so well known from the accounts of various 
travellere that little need be gaid of it here. It is а large and im- 
portant community, and in its bustle during the summer months 
resembles an English watering-place. With tbe елсе tion of some 
enormous hotels erected here, Ch&mouni, like other В and Savoy 
villages, retains its original appearance. The greater portion of 
the place was burned down in 1855. The grand white mass of 
Mont Blano and its accompanying aíguilles and glaciers are very 
beautiful; so is the valley of Ohamouni. By some writers it is ssid 
to have a desolate air about it, but with such an environment this 
can scarcely be the general experience. The valley stands above 
the level of the sea aome 3,370 feet. 

The village of Onamouni, or La Prieuré, as it hes sometimes beer 
named, from a Benedictine convent established here about the end 
of the 11th century, was known аќ а very early period. The ori- 
ginal Act for founding the priory, according to the authorities on 
the subject, bears the seal of Count Aymon and a reference to 
* Papa Urbino" (Pope Uurban 11), which fixes the date between, 
1088 and 1099. hts deed conferred а grant of the Vale ef Oha- 
mount, from the Ool de Balme to the torrent of the Dioza near 
Bervoz—about seven and a-half leagues in length by svoat three 
in breadth, including the mountain aides and slopes. We gatuer 
from this document the origin of the name Ohsmouui The words 
campus munitus, or fortified field, come, as seems most likely, from 
its mountain boundaries.
